ter TRE POSITION OF MENHADEN OIL. 


The indications set forth in an article 
on the prospects of the menhaden oil 
industry at the beginning of the season 
have been borne out by subsequent de- 
velopments. The production of oil on 


the coast of Long Island Sound up to 
the present time is estimated by com- 
petent and trustworthy parties at from 
one-quarter to one-half of what it was 
last year at corresponding date. The 
catch of fish has not been more than 
two-thirds of what. it was in 1879, and 
by some it is claimed one-half would be 
nearer the correct estimate. The yield 
of oil to date has averaged two gallons 
to the thousand fish, as against an av- 
erage yield of four and a half gallons 
last year. The season has been better in 
the South than in the Sound, but itisa 
well known fact that the Maine fishery 
has been a total failure. There have 
been no staying steamers or sailing ves- 
sels in the Gulf of Maine, and, of 
course, it is now too late to expect any- 
thing from that quarter, as the fishing 
usually closes there about the middle of 
September. As to the cause of this 
great decrease in the production the 
most popular belief is that the menha- 
den have been preyed upon by bluefish 
and sharks, with which the waters from 
Barnegat to the Maine Gulf have been 
filled from early in the season up to the 
present date. Thus large numbers have 
been destroyed or driven from their ac- 
customed feeding grounds, and those 
that the fishermen have been enabled to 

catch have been stragglers returning af- 
ter seeking in vain more secure quarters. 
This theory was combated by Prof. 
Goode, of the United State Fish Com- 
mission, in his paper read before the 
Menhaden Association at their last an- 
nual meeting. He said: ‘“*Experience 
furnishes ample proof thatthe presence 
of bluefish in enormous numbers among 
the schools of menhaden does not have 
the effect of driving them away. At 
the time when bluefish were most 
abundant there was no _ perciptible 
diminution in the number of menha- 
den.’’ Another theory is that the men- 
haden are gradually being exterminated 
by the extent to which the fisheries have 
been prosecuted during the past few 
years. Here, again, Prof. Goode’s re- 
marks may be quoted in refutation of 
such an hypothesis: ‘The quantity of 
menhaden taken by man,”’ he says, ‘‘is 
a@ very small proportion of the whole, 
* * * * and as the menhaden is 
to be ranked among the most prolific 
fish, the probability of their ex- 
termination by man is very remote.”’ 
Tt would appear from the conclusions of 
Prof. Goode, which were based upon 
his own investigations, as well as the 
experiences of many fishermen, that the 
most widely accepted theories as to the 
cause, are not well founded, but still 
the fact remains that for the past two 
years at least the catch of menhaden 
has been on the decline, and that both 
from the smallness of their numbers 
and their reduced condition, their yield 
has been, in average and aggregate, 
much below that of former years, 
There is still another cause for this sug- 
gested, which may be more reasonable, 
and that is the employment of steamers 
in fishing. This was the suggestion of 
a gentleman well versed in all that 
pertains to the production of menhaden 
oil, and, though it may not be conceded 
generally, seems to us a subject well 





in the industry. According to this 
gentleman the menhaden, which area 
very timid fish, have been driven hither 
and thither by the presence of so many 






churning screws, until it has become 
more difficult to avproach them than 
The difficulty bas been in- 
creased by the addition, to the regular 
fleet, of the Maine vessels, which as 
soon as the fishing in the Gulf was de- 
monstrated to be a failure, hastened to 































































(aligarine and aniline dyes) from 


the Sound, so that the water is fairly 
alive with fishiog craft. “Looking from 
any point on the Eastern coast of Con- 
necticut or Long Island,’’ says the cor- 
respondent above referred to, ‘‘uny- 
where from three to a dozen steamers 
could be counted at any time.’’ If it 
can be satisfactorily proved that the 
business, which, it isa noteworthy fact, 
began to decline with the introduction 
of the steamers, really owes its Jeeay to 
this cause, steps should immediately be 
taken looking to an abatement of the 
evil. At the same time it is unfortu- 
nate that so large an amount of money 
should have been invested in that which 
instead of assisting the development of 
the industry, has, app2rently, vitally 
injured it. As tothe present prospects 
of menhaden, there is little of encour- 
agement to be offered to the producer, 
at least for this year. While, as we 
have said in the opening of this article, 
the production has not been half as 
great as in former years, the consump- 
tion has been in like manner reduced. 
High prices have not only interfered 
with the home consumption, but have 
caused an almost entire stoppage of the 
foreign demand. From the following 
statistics compiled by Mr. Jasper Pryer, 
an idea of the decrease during the year 
in the shipments to foreign ports may 
be had:

This enormous falling off in the for- 
eign consumption has in no way been 
made up by an increase in the home de- 
mand. On the contrary, domestic con- 
sumers have taken to the use of other 
oils (prices of which were too high rela- 
tively in former years to allow of their 
consumption), wherever they could bead- 
vantageous substituted for menhaden 
oil. Thus the producer has been the loser 
all around. As to the future, the out- 
look is not so bad as might at first ap- 
pear. While it is hardly probable that 
manufacturers will be able to realize the 
extremely high prices some of them are 
looking for,still it is not at all improba- 
ble that better prices than are at present 
ruling will be paid by consumers. We 
feel secure in taking this position from 
information received from several en- 
tirely distinct and trustworthy sources, 
all, however, to the same effect. It is 
reliably stated that Boston dealers are 
short of oil. They carried over but a 
comparatively small stock from last 
year, and very little oil has been shipped 
there this season. Quite a number of 
these dealers have been along the Sound 
coast, but have made no purchases as 
yet. their views not agreeing with those 
of holders of oil. These dealers have 
held off as long as possible, with a view 
to getting cheap oil, but they have been 
forced into the market at last and will 
no doubt have to pay a good price, as 
they must have oil. New York dealers 
claim to have a sufficient stock for all 
wants, and will not accede to the ex- 
treme views of manufacturers. How 
long they will be enabled to hold off is a 
matter of conjecture, and turns entirely 
upon the demand from tanners this Fall. 
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COMPETITION BETWEEN THE ANI- 
LINE AND MADDER DYES. 


In an interesting contribution to a 
recent number of Science, extracts from 
which appear ou another page, the 
author appears to us to have erred great- 
ly in his estimate of the effect of the 
aniline products upon the natural dye 
wares, and especially upon madders, 
His conclusions thut madder has noth 
ing to fear from the coal tar colors is 
based upen mistaken assumption of 
facts, we think, and is certainly not 
warranted by the changed relative posi- 
tions of the two classes of dyes now as 
compared with ten years ago. The fol-

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The imports of alizarine and aniline 
colors for 1880 are for the port of New 
York only. It will be observed that the 
consumption of madder since 1873 has 
fallen off more than that of any other 
of the natural dyestuffs, This has been 
due very largely to the use of alizarine 
from coal tar, which began to be of 
some commercial importance in 1874, 
though it was not at that time separated 
in the Government returns from the 
other miscellaneous dyestuffs, The 
great falling off in the imports of mad- 
der that year was due in part to the use 
of this substitute, though more, per- 
haps, to the excessive importations dur- 
ing the preceding year and to the busi- 
ness depression which was then baving 
an adverse effect upon the industries 
c -nsuming these dyes. It will be no- 
ticed, however, that the imports of 
madder have never, since 1873, ap- 
proached anywhere near the quantities 
received in that and preceding years, 
The importations of coal tar colors 
have, meantime, kept steadily on the 
increase, and it is not apparent that 
they have affected the sale of any other — 
dyestuff so much as madder, though it 
will be observed that no other class of 
dyes shows so largely increased impor- 
tations as they. The heavy importa- 
tions of stick dyewood, which are rep- 
resented by thé title, “‘dyewoods, all 
kinds,” are traceable in part to the in. 
creased demand for American dyewood 
extracts, and represent the sales to the 
export trade as well as the consumption 
of domestic mills The importations of 
madders during the twelve months end. 
ed June 30, 1880, were abnormal and 


represent excessive shipments to thig 

















































Ghlstnt during the orate of nst Fall and 
Winter rather than real requirements 
’ of the consuming trade here. These 
shipments exhausted the foreign supply 
and will be compensated for by very 
much reduced importations during the 
current fiseal year. And this brings us 
to some of the statements in the article 
quoted elsewhere, through which the 
author works up to his conclusions 
While he is strictly correct in saying 
that the number of gas works in the 
world is limited, his conclusion there- 
from that the aniline supply is restrict- 
. edto appreciable limits, is erroneous. 
~The coal gas works in the world yield 
more tar than would be required 
to supply aniline colors enough 
to take the place of all the 
other dyestuffs consumed, if their use 
to any such extent were practicable. 


The author is mistaken again as to the’ 


price of madder, the lowest point it has 
touched being 5 cents per pound, while 
its present price, instead of being ‘‘2 
cents,” is 9} cents, as an average, the 
foreign scarcity having led to an ad- 
vancing market. The prices that have 
been current for the past two or three 
years have been unprofitable to growers, 
and the production has fallen off mate- 
rially, a fact which disputes his state- 
ment that madder ‘“‘can be grown for 
almost unlimited low prices.”” At the 
rate French and German chemists are 
progressing in the discovery of new 
derivatives‘from coal tar, and the rapid. 
ity with which these discoveries are ba- 
’ ing reduced to practical utility by the 
manufacturers of coal tar colors, we can 
see every possibility of these artificial 
colors making still further intoads upon 
the consumption of the older and nat- 
ural dye wares.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR 
1879-80. 


Official statistics of the imports and 
exports: of the: United States for the 
fiscal year ended June 30th, 1880, have 
just been issued, and afford a fair meas- 
ure of the influence upon the business 
.of the country of the commercial revival 
which set in with so much energy dur- 
ing the last six months of 1579. The 
total merchandise imports of the United 
States for the last fiscal year were 
$667,954,746, against $445,777,775 the 
preceding year, while the total exports, 
exclusive of specie and bullion, were 
$823,946,353, against $699,538,742. The 
imports increased 50 per cent and the 
exports 18 per cent, the trade balance in 
favor of the United States being greatly 
reduced. A comparison of the items 
coming under the heads of oils, paints, 
drugs, dyestuffs and chemicals, affords 
some interestiug facts. As most of the 
imports by these trades are of crude 
materials entering into domestic man- 
ufactures, their volume indicates, in a 
large measure, the extent to which 
those industries are employed. Refer- 
ring to the appended table of imports 
we find the most string comparisons in 
the entries of alkalies, while dyeing ma- 
terials also show an increased import, 
which must be accepted as indicating 
a greatly increased consumption. It is 
known, however, that madders were im- 
ported largely in excess of the consump- 
tive demands, and poss ibly the same is 
true of some others of the dyes. Esti- 
mated by percentages the increased im - 
port of paints was large, while glass, es- 
pecially of the commoner sorts, showed 
an enormous excess over the preceding 
year. The imports of drugs, both duti- 
able and free, probably increased about 
40 per cent, though the items are not 
separated with sufficient clearness to 
enable us to determine exactly the 
quantity of drugs. There was a general 
increase in the imports of oils, with the 
exception of whale and fish and olive—

Our exports show an increase which 
may be regarded as the legitimate 
growth of the foreign demand for Amer- 
ican productions, and in no way asso- 
ciated with the business ‘‘boom” which, 
however much it may have affected our 
imports and home consumption, had 
no corresponding effect upon our export 
trade. Indeed, in some instances, it 
may be charged that the advance in 
prices caused by the activity in trade 
here reduced our export trade by raising 
the cost of our productions above the 
limits of foreign buyers. This effect is 
more perceptible in some other indus- 
tries than in those represented by the 
annexed table, and is especially marked 
in connection with the manufactures 
of cotton and iron and steel. It will 
be noted that the exports of varnish the 
past year were below those of 1879,.in 
quantity, but in the values there is a 
difference of over 10 per cent in favor 
of 1880, showing that our exports of 
varnish have been more largely of the 
higher grades than formerly. The ay- 
erage invoiced value of varnishes ex~ 
ported in 1879 was $1.60 per gallon, 
while in 1880 it was $2.15. In the fol- 
lowing table values are given only where 
quantities could not be ascertained:

THE EXPENSES OF THE STANDARD 
MONOPOLY. 

As the rule in manufacturing industries, 
the cost of production is less, proportion- 
ately, in a large factory than ina small 
one. In some cases this is true only up to 
a certain point, there being a limit beyond 
which production cannot go without such 
an extension of plant, of machinery, of 
working force and, possibly, of capital as 
will offset all the advantages that had been 
gained up to that limit. But in most in- 
stances where the requisite capital is at 
hand, the production may be profitably ex- 
tended almost without limit, the cost of 
management and direction, which is an 
important item in the expense of running 
any business, generally being unchanged 
by the increase of productive capacity and 
product. Such would be tbe case in the 
petroleum business, provided the extension 
consisted in the enlargement of individual 
works or their consolidation, but it is safe 
to say that the Standard Oil Co. has.ac- 
complished its mushroom growth only at 
the expense of all legitimate advantage over 
the smaller individual refiners. Itcan, of 
course, wield the immense power it has, in 
its control of nine-tenths of the refined oil 
product, to depress or advance prices to 
suit its own ends,and it may enter into 
criminal alliances with transportation com- 
panies and others, by which it will obtain 
decided advantage over any competitor. We 
believe that it no longer has avy apprecia- 
ble advantage in this respect, however,and 
that being thecase, we do not hesitate to 
say that any outsider in the business, whose 
refinery is properly managed, can refine 
oil at less cost than the Sfandard can pos- 
sibly doit. That corporation is an aggre- 
gation of individual refiners under one 
head, and the separate organization of 
most of the individual refineries is main- 
tainedintact. With every refinery that it 
has ‘‘gathered in” it has bought up one or 
more proprietors, who are either employed 
at liberal salarics to manage the business 
of their refineries as if they were distinct 
organizations, or receive similar compensa- 
tion for remaining out of the business, or 
out of some particular branch of it. To 
gain its present position the Standard has 
not only made an enormous outlay of cash, 
but has saddled itself with an unnual bur- 
den in the way of dividends on the stock 
of refineries in which it has purchased a 
controlling interest, and salaries to the 
officials it has bought up, under which it 
may well stagger when the profits of refin- 
ing are reduced to narrow limits. Now 
that outside refiners are assured of getting 
their crude and refined transported on as 
favorable terms as are accorded to the mo- 
nopoly, competition with the latter is ren- 
dered easy and becomes an inviting field 
for the investment of capital. New refin- 
eries can be built for much less than any of 
equal size have cost the Standard, and the 
actual operating expenses need be no 
greater than are those of the refineries in 
the “ring,” while the incidental expenses 
to be charged against the oil would be in- 
comparably less than are borne by their 
products. These are important considera- 
tions to those who “fear” the ‘‘Octopus.”

Proceedings of the Pennsylvania Phar- 
maceutical Association at its Third 
Annual Meeting, held in Allentown 
June 8th and 9th, with the Consti- 
tution, By-Laws and Roll of Mem- 
bers. Harrisburg, Pa., L. 8S. Hart, 
1880. 

A seventy-four page pamphlet, contain- 
ing, besides the usual reports of the various 
committees, an engraved portrait of Chas,

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The Manufacture of Ultramatine. 

The crude materials employed in the 
manufacture of ultramarine comprise china 
clay, sulphur,:Glauber’s salt, soda, rosin 
and silica, the proportions varying accord- 
ing to the shade required, the china clay 
and rosin being the only ingredients which 
are never omitted. ‘The Glauber’s salt ul- 
tramarine is green, and has to be roasted 
in open pans with sulphur to make a light 
blue, while the mixtures containing no 
Glauber’s salt, or that ingredient in the 
presence of sulphur and silica, are dark 
blue when first made. The deepness of 
the blue varies with the percentage of silica 
and sulphur. After grinding to an im- 
palpable powder, the ingredients employed 
are thoroughly mixed and are pressed into 
large crucibles and calcined for trom 
twelve to thirty-six hours, the time varying 
according to the product desired, depend- 
ing chiefly upon the quantity of sulphur in

Making and Purifying Sulphate of 
Alumina and Alum, 


A new process has recently been 
patented abroad for making and puri- 
fying suipbate of alumina or aluio by 
taking bauxite (or other mineral sol- 
uble in sulvhuric acid and rich in alu 

nina. but vot in iron) and reducing it 
to a state of exceedingly fine powder 
and mixing it intimately with a pro 
portion of arsenious acid (common 
white arsenic) also finely powdered 
varying from three to five per cen: 
of the weight of the bauxite, accord- 
ing to the proportion of iron contained 
in the bauxite. Sulphuric acid of from 
90 to 100 degs. Twaddle (specific grav- 
ity 1 450 to 1°500) is then taken, and 
beiog first heated in a leaden pan of 
large capacity, the mixture of bauxite 
and arsenic is added in sufficient 
quantity to produce a neutral solution. 
‘the mixture is continuously agitated, 
and .to moderate the violence of the 
reaction sufficient cold water is run ip 
from time to time, but not so as to di 
lute the mixture unnecessarily. ‘lhe 
agitation is continued until the reac- 
tiou is cow plete,and then sufficient hot 
water is added to reduce the mixture 
to about 40 degs. Twaddle (specific 
gravity 1.200). Finely powdered chalk 
or other carbonate of lime is then ad. 
ded in small portions at a time, so 
long as it continues to produce a 
brown or brownish-red coloration. 
This point is determined by taking 
from time to time a portion of the 
liquid and filtering or allowing it to 
deposit, and then adding to the clear 
or slightly turbid solution a little 
more carbonate of lime. When no 
further deepening of the color of the 
liquid is produced sufficient carbonate 
of lime ‘sas been added. If the opera- 
tion has been properly conducted and 
a. neutral or basic solution obtained, 
it will be found that hy far the larger 
proportion of the oxide of iron present 
will be in an insoluble form in union 
with arsenic previous to the addition 
of carbonate of lime, and if the solu- 
tion is allowed to stand at rest it will 
fall out of the solution as a brown 
’ Jayer superincumbent on the heavier 
deposit of undecomposed bauxite. 
The addition of carbonate of lime in

supernatant liquid is then drawn off, 
passed through a filter, if not quite 
clear, and then by any suitable means 
treated with sulphuretted hydrogen 
gas until the excess of arsenic is ren- 
fered insoluble. It is then allowed 
to stand for twenty-four hours or until 
the sulphideof arsenic has completely 
deposited, and the clear liquid is run 
iato a leaden pan and boiled down to 
a degree sufficient to allow of its solid- 
ifying when cold. There is thus said 
to be obtained a sulphate of alamina 
of a higher degree of purity than has 
ever yet been obtained. and fit for use 
extensively in the arts and manufac- 
tures. It is stated that this procees 
vields almost as satisfactory results if, 
instead of mixing the bauxite with 
the arsenic, as before described, ar- 
senic is first dissolved in the sulphuric 
acid; or the arsenic may be dissolved 
in the solution obtained by heating 
bauxite and sulphuric acid alone. In 
sither case the subsequent addition 
of carbonate of lime determines the 
separation of iron inthe insoluble 


state. The process is said to be 
equally applicable for the separation 
of iron from ordinary commer- 
cial ferruginous sulphate of alum- 
ina, either prepared from bauxite 
or other aluminous' minerals. 
'o obtain sulphate of alumina 
practically free from traces of iron

DYE MARKET. 


The Dye Price List will be found in the De 
ue re of Prices Current following the 


TUESDAY EvE.. Sept. 21, 1880, 

There are indications of a revival of inte- 
rest on the part of buyers of dyes and dye- 
stuffs, but as yet they seem loth to take 
hold. There is an unsteady tone prevalent 
and prices of most articles rather tend in 
favor of the purchaser. This is due, for 
the most part, to the large stocks that have 
accumulated during the depression of the 
past few months, but hopes are expressed 
of a better state of affairs as soon as the 
markei is relieved by freer purchases. 

Indigo shows no sign yet of improving. 
The prospect of a large stock later on tends 
to make buyers indifferent and they are 
making purchases only of such lots 
as will supply their current ne- 
cessities. In the meantime the market 
is in a demoralized and uncertain 
condition, and it is hard to give reliable 
quotations. There have been sales made 
during the week of 3 cs medium Bengals 
at $1 35 and a few single case lots at $1 40. 
The nominal asking prices are $1@1 25 for 
low grade Bengals, $1 35@1 60 for medium 
to good, and $1 75(@2 for the finer kinds. 
Of Gautemalas we learn of no sales and 
prices are nominal and unchanged, holders 
asking $110@1 30 according to quality. 
For the soft kinds there is a light jobbing 
demand. Prices are steady and unchang- 
ed. We note sales of 5 cs Manilla at 70@ 
724¢c. Quotations remain 70@75c for cr- 
dinary to good Manillas, and &0c for best; 
70@75c for medium to good Madras, and 
80c for the finer kind. 

Logwood is dull aud the market is weak 
theugh prices are not quotably lower. 
There have been few sales, buyers only 
supplying their immediate necessities. 
The reported transactions are 140 tons St. 
Marc at $23 and 175 tons Monte Christo at 
the same price and 138 tons Cape Hayti on 
private terms. 

Fustic has been more enquired for and 
sales have been made of 25 tons Savanilla 
at $17 50, 47 tons Mexican at $20, and 140 
tons Carthagena at $17@17 50 and 100 tons 
Pt au Plata in Boston on private terms, 

Cutch is only selling ina jobbing way, 
and with stocks but slightly diminished 
the market remains rather weak. Prime is 
not quotable above 8c, whilea large lot 
could probably be bought at 7%c. Off 
grades are quoted at 6@7c for a fair quality, 
4@51léc for poorer stock. We only hear of 
a few jobbing transactions at 8c for prime. 
At the close we heard of a sale of 100 bales 
prime at 81¢¢. 

Blue Alleppy nutgalls are dull, only 
small sales being reported at 20c. The 
advance inthe English market has not 
been felt here. Chinese are not wanted 
and prices are nominal; about 17!,c would 
buy. 

Cochineal was very active directly fol- 
lowing our last and a considerable number 
of sales were made but the market has since 
become quiet and closes to-night with 
prices somewhat nominal. The sales re- 
ported aggregated 250 bgs at 521¢c tor 
silvers and 55cfor black. The closing 
prices were 55c for Teneriffe silvers, 571¢c 
Teneriffe black, and 55@571!¢c for Hon- 
duras silvers. 

Sicily sumac of prime quality is scarce 
and but little can be expected to arrive 
forsome time tocome. Best brands are 
held at $75, while off grades can be had at 
$30@40. We heard of a sale of 700 bgs of 
a prime brand to arrive but did not get the 
price. 

American yellow prussiate of potash is 
quoted by the agent of the manufacturer at 
26@261¢c, but we have heard of small sales at 
Ye below the inside price. The demand is 
moderate, buyers preferring to take small 
lots rather than lay in large stocks. We 
heard of sales of 20 cks at 2534;@26\¢c, 
mostly at the higher price. For red there 

is not much inquiry and we think 59@60c 
would be full prices for small lots. The 
demand for Scotch yellow is in fair request 
and brings 26!¢c in a jobbing way, but 
large lots would probably be sold for less. 
Scotch red is still quotable at 62@6234c, 
but there is not much selling and these 
prices are merely nominal. 


Scotch bichromate of potash is in demand 
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but the sales making are for present wants 
and the aggregate is not large, The market 
is firm and prices are unchanged. We note 
sales of 15 cks at 1114@1154¢. 

Gambier is doing rather better. Last 
week sales would have been made in alarge 
way on dock at 3 70c, but there was no de- 
mand for such lots. Since then the de- 
mand has improved and the market has 
become firmer.- Sales have been made of 
400 bales in four lots mostly from store at 
334@3%eo and 200 bales in smaller parcels 
from store at 374@A4c. 

Dutch madder is higher. Stocks having 
been reduced by recent purchases, and as 
there is but little to arrive, holders have 
advanced their prices, and we hear of noth- 
ing offering below 914@10c. Low grade 
might still be bought at 814c. The market 
closes quiet. French is steady at the late 
decline, but there is little selling, and 
prices are nominal. Quoted 314¢@i5c as to 
quality. Garancine can be bought at 744@ 
13c according to grade but is not wanted. 

Tin crystals have not sold so freely, but 
there is stall a good demand for small lots 
and the market remains steady. We note 
the sale of 5 tons in lots at 19@191¢c. In 
a large way purchases could probably be 
made at 184¢c. 

Albumen is in better demand but there 
is not a large amount of goods moving. The 
business appears to be entirely in u job- 
bing way, for there are no contracts being 
made that we hear of. We continue our 
quotations of 40@4214c for primejdomestic 
blood,37!gcifor No. 11¢ dark. For import- 
ed blood we atill quote 40@45c as to grade. 
Egg is firmer owing to scarcity, importers 
still wanting 83@85c according to brand 
and quantity. 

Nitrate of iron is selling in a jobbing 
way, but the demand is only moderate. 
Prices are unchanged and we continue to 
quote 4@4'¢c for commercial and 7@8c for 
true.

Linseed oil is higher, and there is more 
regularity in prices than when we last 
wrote. The demand is active, both from 
regular consumers and speculators, and 
crushers have no opportunity to accumu- 
late stocks, There is a good deal of inquiry 
for forward delivery, but crushers are un- 
willing to sell ahead even at advanced 
prices. The only sale for future shipment 
we heard of was a lot of 5000 gallons Cal- 
cutta for November-December delivery, at 
60c. This prico has since been refused for 
30,000 galions, same delivery. The spot 
price is 60@61c, most crushess demanding 
the higher figures, and all being indifferent 
sellers, The demand for domestic seed oil 
is fully equal to the present production. 
crushers now ask 56@57c for prompt de- 
livery. The low seller referred to last 
week, shortly after the date of our issue ad- 
vanced his price, and on Saturday refused 
a bid of 55c for 50,000 gallons. As soon as 
it became known that the chief cause for 
low prices had been removed other crush- 
ers increased their views to the present 
rate. There is no Western oil in this 
market, and none on the way. There is 
no surplus in the Western markets, the 
home demand taking the entire produc- 
tion, and no contracts for future delivery 
to the East are entertained. Boston con- 
sumers being cut off in that quarter, have 
turned their attention to the New York 
market, and several large orders have been 
received here during the past week. 
Their views, in the main, are about lc be- 
low crushers’ fideas, 55¢ being freely bid. 
Altogether the position is very favorable to 
holders. There is no immediate prospect 
of competition with spesulators or between 
crushers, there is mo English oil here and 
none expected, and the demand is very 
active. It was rumored, to-night, that the 
Western Company contemplate a further 
advance. 

Manufactured whale oil is very firm on 
the spot, and the market has an advancing 
tendency in view of the high prices de- 
manded for crude. The demand is fair, 
but of a retail nature. We quote 62!ée for 
bleached winte1, 65c for double bleached 
Northern, 63c for double bleached 
Southern, and 60c for natural winter 
For present makes about 3c less would be 
accepted. Bleached winter elephant is 
quotable at 72@75c as to quantity and hold- 
er, and natural winter at 70c. The demand 
for manufactured sperm oil continues fair, 
and the market is firm but not quotably 
higher. We repeat our quotations of $1.05 
(@$1.08 for natural winter, $1.10@1.15 for 
bleached winter, $1.02@1.05 for present 
make natural, and $1.07@1.10 for present 
make bleached. 

Mustard seed oil is without animation, 
the present views of holders are above 
what buyers are prepared to pay, but there 
is a short stock and sellers are indifferent. 
We quote 60@62!¢c for retail quantities. 

English rapeseed oil has a light jobbing 
demand, but there are no sales of any con- 
sequence being made. We heard of 5 bbls 
at 95c. Holders quote 95c@$1,‘according 
to quantity. 

Lard oil became easier shortly after the 
date of our last, and the market was irregu- 
lar up to yesterday, when prime city wea- 
ther made sold at 65c. Since then there 
has been an advance of 1@2c, best city 
brands being now quoted at 66@67c. 
The demand has been rather slow. 
Exporters cannot afford to pay the present 
ruling rates, and home buyers are indiffer- 
ent, taking only enough for their imme- 
diate necessities. Stocks, however, are not 
large, as pressers regulate their outturn to 
the current demand, and as lard isin a 
good -position and firmly held makers 
of oil are very stiff in their 
views. Western winter is offered in this 
market at 72!¢@75c, but thero]is only 
a small stock. There is little or no city 
winter on the market, The last sale we 
heard of was at 80c. The off oils are very 
irregular, prices varying according to 
brand. A good No. 1 oil is offered at 50c, 


while some makers will not sell below 55c. 
Extey No.1 brings from 69 ta 623¢0, 
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according to seller. No. 2 ranges in price 
from 42c up to 52c, as to make and quality, 
while a very good oil is obtainable at 45@ 
47c. The demand for all the off oils is very 
slow, buyers’ ideas for the most part being 
below the inside figures. Little of the 
prime oil now on the market is ice- 
pressed. Buyers as a rule do -not 
care to pay the difference in price between 
this kind and weather made and as the 
cost of ice is so high pressers will not 
make it except to fill immediate demands. 

Crude cottonseed oil is dull on the spot. 
The stock is limited to a few barrels, and 
this is confined to one or two holders. The 
market is firm and the sales made have 
been atan advance. The reported trans- 
actions are 50 bbls at 37c and 40 bbls at the 
same price. A lot of very footy oil, on 
the spot, is offered at 25c. The advices 
respecting the probable outturn of the new 
crop are very conflicting. The late rains 
have done more or less damage to the seed, 
but to what extent they may affect the 
quality or quantity of the oil is not yet 
apparent. The mills generally ask 35c f. 
o. b. for their earliest make, but this price, 
as far as we can learn, is above buyers’ 
views for contracts, though there isa re- 
port to the effect that one of the first mills 
to start up nas sold 500 bbls early make, to 
come here, at 34c f. o. b, at the mill. We 
hear that the New Orleans crushers are 
paying $12 per ton for seed, as against $10 
at the corresponding date last year. This 
difference, if charged against the oil alone, 
would make it cost 6c per gallon more than 
last year, but the cake will, of course, have 
to bear a share of the increased cost of 
seed, which is equal to 20 per cent all 
around. 





Summer refined cottonseed oil is in de- 
mand, but the available supply is small, 
and the only sales for consumption are uf a 
retail nature, and bring 42@43c. It was 
reported early in the week that about 250 
bbls of the stock on hand had been turned 
over at 41144@42c, but this lacks confirma- 
tion. Cables from Venice report the sale 
of a cargo of about 2,000 bbls there. The 
prices is not mentioned, but itis under- 
stood to have been very low. 

Winter oils are very firm at 55!4@56c for 
either white or yellow. There is a better 
demand, but the sales, as far as we can 
learn, are of a jobbing character.

A New Use for Cotton Seed Hulls. 


We understand that experiments have 
about been concluded which seem to sub- 
stantiate the sanguine views of those who 
predicted, from the preliminary experi- 
ments, that cotton-seed hulls would shortly 
supersede cotton waste in packing car jour- 
nal boxes. In one instance the four boxes 
on the right side of a locomotive were 
packed with six pounds of hulls and two 
gallons of West Virginia oil. The two 
kinds of packing proved about equally 
durable, with the difference that, in time 
the cotton waste must be loosened so as to 
allow the waste to feed freely. This is not 
the case with the cotton seed hulls, which 
are said to be very elastic, while oil does 
not affect their elasticity; the nap left on 
the seed acts as a receptacle for the oil, 
which may be said to be held in suspen- 
sion, and as it is taken up and used by 
the journal, the oil is gradually 
drawn from one hull to the other 
until it reaches the journal, and is 
ted to it in about the proper quantity. 
The comparative cost, in the instance first 
named, is as follows: Packing one side, 
four journals, with cotton seed hulls, six 
pounds, at 44 cent, 3 cents; two gallons 
West Virginia oil, at 11 cents, 22 cents; 
making the total cost of packing the four 
journals with cotton seed hulls and oil, 25 
cents. For packing one side, four journals. 
with cotton waste, four pounds at 614 cents 
25 cents; two gallons West Virginia oil, to 
11 cents, 22 cents; making the total cost of 
packing with waste and oil 47 cents, or 


22 cents more than the cotton seed hull 
packing. Should these tests result as sat- 
istactorily as there seems to be good reason 
for believing they will, a new and import- 
ant source of revenue will be deyeloped for 
the cotton planter in the enhanced value of 
cotton seed.— Cotton.

The 
only important changes that have taken 
place are in the price of oil of cloves, which 
has advanced materially, and in cubebs, 
which has been reduced to the price quot- 
ed before the late advance. 

Anise is quiet and unchanged, $1 65 be- 
ing still the flrm quotation. The demand 
has net increased, but a fair business is 
reported in small lots. Sales of several 
cases are reported at our quotation. 


Almond (bitter) remains quiet but firm 
as to price and no change is noted. The 
quotations are still $7 25@7 50 for prime 
according to quantity and $5 25 for an in- 
ferior grade. The jobbing demand is fair 
but we note no special sales. 

Bay has sold ina jobbing way at un- 
changed figures. We cuntinue to quote 
$12 for 22 oz bottles of prime and $10 50 for 
the lower grade. 

Bergamot is quiet and steady in price, 
no change having taken place since our 
last. Sanderson’s is quoted at $2 45, and 
sales amounting to 12 cans are reported at 
this.

Clove was advancing in price at the close 
of last week’s market, as we reported at 
that time and since the date of vur last is- 
sue nothing has been obtainable below 
$2 40 and even that figure was only accept- 
ed for very small lots. This was owing 
to the advance in the raw material, 
and as holders would not sell freely, only 
small quantities have changed hands dur- 
ing the week. The present quotation is 
$2 40@2 45 for 5 or 10 lb lots and for larger 
quantities as high as $250 is generally 
asked, though no dealer is willing to part 
with a round lot even at this figure. The 
feeling is very firm and the tendency is 
toward a still further advance. It is re- 
ported at the close that a sale of 500 lbs 
has been made inside our lowest figure. 

Cubeb has not been very active since we 
last wrote. The quotation has been re- 
duced to $1 75, about the price of the oil 
before the late advance, though it is said 
that some holders are asking the higher 
figure still, There has been no reduction 
in the cost of the crude material and no 
special reasons are given for lowering the 
price of the oil. The oil at present in the 
market was of course made before the price 
of the berries advanced, and such sudden 
changes, although causing a corresponding 
change in the asking price of the oil, can 
only affect the actual costof future oil 


vary, some parties claiming that in amount 
the crop will be large, but that beans 
fit for making the best quality of medicinal 
oil will only be about one-third of those 
produced last year. The other side of the 
question is that the entire crop will only 
be about one-third of last year’s, and that 
of this only one-third is good enough for 
first quality oil. It is confidentlp expected 
that higher prices will be demanded very 
soon. 

Tonca beans are in light request. For 
prime Angostura $2 25 is the figure, and 
this has been paid for a single cask and for 
some small jobbing lots. Surinam beans 
are quotable at $1 85. It is reported that 
there are some lots of beans in the market 
that are a mixture of Angostura and Suri- 
nam which are sold for the former at less 
than the market price. 


Irish moss has met with very little atten- 
tion. It is quoted atarange of 41g@8c 
from common to strictly prime. 

Cuttleflsh bones are quiet and un- 
changed. We note sales of 12 straps in 
lots at 21@22c, but the inside price will 
buy ordinary lots. 

Cassia buds are steady at 33@34e, the 
latter for single cases. The demand is 
very light and we only hear of 7 cs at the 
outside figure. 

Bay rum is quiet and only meets with a 
jobbing sale. We continue to quote $2 25 
per gallon in puncheons,with one puncheon 
taken at this. In cases $6@10 per dozen 
are the figures. 

Glycerine is in good demand at un- 
changed prices. We quote for American 
21@25c in barrels and cases according to 
quantity, and for German 20c in barrels 
and 2lc in cases. We hear of no special 
sales. 

Tartar emetic has been taken to the ex- 
tent of 100 lbs at 75c, and this figure is still 
quoted. 

Cod liver oil has not been advanced but 
a firmer feeling pervades the market and 
higher figures are expected. Norwegian 
has sold to the extent of 30 bbls at $28 50, 
and the quotable range for new is $31@36, 
according to brand.

Such an exhibit has never before been 
attempted, and it proved both interesting 
and instructive to the pharmacists. Much 
attention was also attracted by their exhibit 
of a case containing 80 specimens of salts 
of animal (chiefly human) origin, and 
another case of 60 of the rarer alka- 
loids. They also displayed some ex- 
ceedingly large and choice specimens 
of Quebracho bark, cassia fistula, Pareira 
brava root and coto bark, and a fine Tur- 
key sponge 4 feet in circumference. 

Messrs. McKesson & Robbins made a 
large and exceedingly interesting display 
of natural drugs in original packages, 
which constituted a decidedly novel feature 
of the exhibition. The most important 
of these exhibits was a _ full line 
of East Indian and South American cin- 
chona bark, in the original packages, as 
sent to market. Very fine specimens of 
the cultivated East India cincnona, yield- 
ing eight per cent. of the sulphate of 
quinia, and the seft Columbian and true 
Calisaya bark—the former yielding 2 per 
cent, and the latter 4'¢ per cent of sulpnate 
of quinia—were also exhibited. In addi- 
tion to the display of sulphates of quinia 
and cinchonidia of their own make, they 
showed specimens of all the alkaloids and 
acids of cinchona bark, with all their 
known salts—the most complete exhibit of 
tnese products ever attempted. Original 
packages ot rhubarb, Alexaudria senna, 
gums arabic, tragacanth and gamboge; 
cantharides, Norwegian cod liver oil, sars- 
aparilla, etc., constituted a highly inter- 
esting feature of their exhibit and attracted 
much attention. Their display of pharma- 
ceutical compounds, fluid extracts, syrups, 
elixirs, gelatine-coated pills, etc., was at- 
tractive, both in extent and in the evident 
excellence of the products displayed.

low, we obtain a salt which is much 
more definite, and in which the 
chances of variation are but slight, 
Such a chance is, for instance, the 
fact that a little quinia may be lost by 
reason of using an excess of ammonia 
during precipitation, and by adhering 
to the filter. Another chance is the 
varying amount of water of hydration 
present in commercial sulphate of 
quinia. If wecalculate 218 grains of 
this salt to contain 162 grains of an- 
hydrous quinia, it will be seen that 
the formula presently to be given 
yields a salt which theoretically con- 
taine about 13 per cent of quinia, 
Practically it will vary a little, but 
not much. Naturally the amount of 
moisture in citrate of iron and ammo- 
nium varies somewhat, but so does 
also that in the citrate of iron and 
quinia.

Dissolve the sulphate of quinia in 
distilled water 2,8(0 parts, with the 
aid of sufficient sulphuric acid, and 
cool the solution with a lump of ice. 
Add to this gradually with constant 
stirring, a sufficient amount of water 
of ammonia to completely precipitate 
the quinia, avoiding any considerable 
excess of ammonia. Transfer this 
precipitate immediately to a filter 
paper, place a lump of ice in it, and 
drain the precipitate until a spongy 
magma remains and the filtrate passes 
n drops only. Dissolve the citrate of 
iron and ammonium, and the citric 
acid, in 300 parts of distilled water, 
cool the solution. add to it the precip- 
itated quinia, and stir until it is dis- 
solved. Then filter the solution, 
evaporate it to the consistence of thin 
syrup, spread it upon glass in thin 
ayers by means of a brush, and dry 
in a current of warm air, so that the 
product may be obtained in scales. 
Lastly remove them to well closed 
vials. 

This is a simple formula which will 
yield as regular a salt as any that can 
be devised, unless caustic soda be 
substituted for ammonia, to precipi- 
tate the quinia. The color of the re- 
sulting salt is a matter which may be 
controlled by using more or less cit- 
ric acid. An excess tends to produce 
the greenish scales; but hardly two 
lots will be alike exactly, unless by 
accident, even if made from identical 
materials and by the same formula. 
It is essential that the materials and 
solutions should be cold from the be- 
ginning of the process and until the 
quinia is dissolved in the solution of 
citrate of iron and ammonium. The 
final solution must be spread thin, 


,| and must not be evaporated to a thick
